COMMENTS ON STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Sir: 

Applicant is in receipt of a Notice of Allowance dated January 3, 2006, in the above- 
referenced application. The Issue Fee is due on or before April 3, 2006, and is being paid 
concurrently herewith. 

Applicant respectfully traverses the Reasons for Allowance set forth in the January 21, 
2005 Notice of Allowability on the grounds that: 

(a) while the Reasons refer to "is connected to an external image 

processing/forming apparatus via a network and situated in a workflow 
environment", the claims instead recite (i) —can be connected to an external 



apparatus via a network- (Claims 101, 1 12, 121, and 123); (ii) -can be 
connected to a network" (Claims 104, 115, 122, 124, 125, 129, and 133); 
(iii) —network system including an image processing apparatus and an external 
apparatus— (Claim 110); and (iv) —image processing apparatuses which can be 
connected to a network- (Claim 111); 

(b) while the Reasons refer to "apparatus equipped with capability of receiving, 
transmitting and executing a command train presented as a moving agent 
information through workflow programming", the claims instead refer to 
-receiving- or -inputting- of -agent information including a command train 
in which a workflow is programmed—, and several of the claims do not require 
that the "apparatus" is so equipped (e.g.. Claims 1 10, 1 12, 115, 121, 122, 123, 
124, 129, and 133); and 

(c) while the Reasons refer to "workflow is programmed", the claims instead refer 
to -workflow can be programmed—, 

with all such references also being applicable to the dependent claims.
